SPOT REGAN FROM 
IAL SENTENCE 


4 Commutation Provides -for 


$100 Fine and $42.75

Gov. Gardner has commuted the 
jail sentence of James (Spot) Regan, 
1415A Olive street, who was sen- 
iéneed June 10, 1918, to six months 
imprisonment by a jury in the Cir- 
cuit Court for carrying a concealed 
revolver. The Governor's commuta- | 
‘ion order directs that Regan pay a 
fine of $100 &nd costs. The jail sen--: 
ience recently had been affirmed bp | 
ihe Supreme Court of Missouri. | 

At Jefferson City today the Post- 
bispatch correspondert asked Gov. | 
(Jardner who had interceded with | 
him in behalf of Regan. The Gov- | 
erner declined to state. He said that | 
he considered six months in jail too | 
much punishment for carrying a 
concealed weapon. 

Maximum Sentence Two Years. 

The State gtatutes prohibiting 
concealed weapons provide a penl- 
tentiary sentence not exceeding two 
vears, or a fine ef not less than $109 
nor more than $1000, or a jail sen- 
tence of’ not less than 50 days nor 
more than a year, or both fine and 
jail sentence. | 

Regan is classified by the police 
uS @ gangster and, previous to his 
conviction, had been questioned by 
the police and Circuit Attorney in 
conection with numerous gang kill- 
ings, here. 

Until just prior to the last city) 
election, Regan, for several years | 
had been a Democratic precinct | 
committeeman in the Sixth Ward | 
and a political protege of Arthur 
Lancaster, Democratic City Commit- 
ieeman of that ward. Lancaster 
said today that Regan was a “hus- 
tler’’ and carried the negro vote of 
the precinct. 

Governor’s Order. 

The Governor's order of commu- | 
tation, addressed to the Secretary of 
State, reached the office of the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court for Crim- | 
inal Causes Wednesday. It was 
dated Dec. 16 and was as follows: 

“Whereas, James Regan was con- | 
victed in Division 12 of the Circuit 
Court of St. Louis the 10th day of 
June, 1918, of the crime of carrying 
a concealed wearen. and his punish- 
ment was assessed at six months in 
jail and, whereas, the said James 
Regan has applied for a commuta- 
tion of said sentence, and the evi- 
dence tends to show that the said 
James Regan,-at the time he was 
found to be earrying the weapon, 
was about to start on a trip to Kan- 
vas for the purpose of purchasing 
horses for the’ United States Gov- 
ernment, and, hence, might properly 
be said to have started on a con- 
tinuous journey peacefully through 
this State and, hence within the ex- 
ceptions made in the statutes, and, 
whereas; the said James Regan has 
produced evidence showing that the 
usual punishment assessed against 
parties found to be carrying con- 
cealed weapons in the Circuit Court 
of St. Louis is a fine of $100, and, 
whereas, it appears from the at- 
tached letter that the legal repre- 
sentatives of the State in the trial 
of this case have no objection to 
the commutation of the sentence of 
the said James Regan from six 
months’ imprisonment in jail to a 
fine of $100 and stating that such 
commutation is legal, and, whereas, 
a. large sum of money is now due the 
State as costs in this case, now, 
therefore, J, Frederick D. Gardner, 
(ievernor of the State of Missouri, 
to hereby commute the sentence of 
the said James Regan to a fine of 
$100 and costs.

No Letter Attached.

The vital ob- 
jection, however, to the Knox scheme is that the 
resolution would be futile. It requires the approval 
of the President, and it {s certain that Mr. Wilson 
would not accept that foolish makeshift to destroy 


the League of Nations.

only the American people, but all other peoples, will 
reap the full benefits of a just and enduring peace is 
outlined in the resolution adopted by St. Louls citi-
